Judge Ira A. Hutchison, well 
known in Elba, has sent me an 
interesting article published in 
the Holmes County Advertiser 
Bonifay, Fla., excerpts from 
which are as follows: 

“That portion of Florida 
stretching westward from the 
Appalachicola River to the 
Perdido River. has been more 
sought by the inhabitants: liv- 
ing north of it than probably 
by any other section of the 
United States by a sister state 
or territory. In 1811, before the 
Territory of Alabama was cre- 
ated from the Mississippi Ter- 
ritory, a petition was filed by 
more than 250 residents of the 
Territory of Mississippi with 
the U. S. congress asking the 
addition of West Florida to 
their Territory.

When the act of Congress to 
Create the Territory of Florida 
was pending, Senator Walker 
of Alabama tried to amend it 
by annexing West Florida to 
Alabama, 19 Senators voted for 
the amendment and 25 voéted 
against it.

Chis is an actual comment of a visitor to an Alabama towr 
after having visited other localities. Then he wanted to know about 
schools, about churches, about recreation, clubs and related things. 

He asked abouc water supply, sanitation facilities, adequacy 
of fuel and power and of raw materials and other manufacturing 


He inquired about the availability of the kind of help he would 
need. 

He wanted to meet some of the public officials and other leaders 
in the community. 

Finally, he asked to visit some of the existing industries in 
the tow n. 

When asked why, he replied, “The best way for us to learn 
whether or not a community would like to have us become a part 
of it is to inquire about its relationship with industries already 
located there. If it is pleasant, we may safely assume that our 
relationship also would be satisfactory.” 

“Why are painted fireplugs important to you?” he was asked. 
“An unpainted fireplug may work just as well as a painted one,” he 
observed, “but a rust-streaked fireplug suggests that maintenance 
might be poor, and inattention to fireplugs might also be an indication 
of inattention to other important things in a community. Certainly 
other things being equal, an attractive, clean, neat, well-maintained 
community makes a much better initial impression. When we observe 
that, we are almost certain to learn that the other things also exist 
which modern indusry would like to have available for its em- 
ployees — good schools, churches, recreational facilities, adequate 
municipal services, cordial relationship.” 

(This story of the painted fireplugs is from an actual experience 
of our Industrial Development Department. The industry decided 
to locate in the town described after having viewed several others.)

The Congress knows that the 
post office must stay in busi- 
ness. And even if Mr. Summer- 
field used bad business judg- 
ment we were ready to keep the 
mails running. To this end we 
once voted to give him an ad- 
ditional $41 million to pull him 
out of the hole. This gave him 
$48 million more than he ori- 
ginally asked for, 

In spite of that, he took 
the drastic step of curtailing 
the mail service. 

There was no reason for this

William Jackson Stokes, Cof- 
fee County's representative in 
the Alabama Legislature, enjoys 
the distinction of being the 
second youngest member, The 
Representative from Jacks¢ 
County is younger, being cniy 
25, while Mr, Stokes is 28 

However, Mr, Stokes was only 
21 years old when he took 
olfice the first term and is 
the only Representative from 
Cottee County who has succec- 
ded himself. Notwithstanding 
his tender years, he made his 
presence felt from the beginn 
ing and has been recognized 
as one of the active, aggressive 
and iniluental legislators at 
every session, 


presentative Stokes has 
showed himself to be unusually 
nmonest and conscientious and 
hews to the line of what he 
thinks is right, 

Mr, Stokes said Saturday 
that so far he has introduced 
two state-wide bills. He said 
he had introduced no local bills 
yet, but intends to do so in 
due time, 

One state-wide measure he 
indroduced would give the 
State Insurance Department 
the power to appoint an attor- 
ney in damage cases. 

The other state-wide bill he 
introduced would require ille- 
gitimate children to establish 
their paternity before they 
would be eligible to draw as- 
sistance from the public Wel- 
fare Department. 

Under existing laws, Mr, 
Stokes explained, no paternity 
establishment is required. He 
said he believes parents of ille- 
gitimate children should have

Legislature on a yearly sa- 
lary of $2,500 with only one 
session annually, instead of the 
per diem sytem now in effect.
